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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument that the sound sources are 
not disclosed as being three-dimensional and may be one or two dimensional is not persuasive. Applicant agreed that Potard uses three- 
dimensional coordinates to define a complex sound source, such as a choir. By arranging the choir with a size expandable in three- 
dimensional coordinates in a virtual sound environment, which is 3-D, the choir is a three-dimensional source. Furthermore, Potard 
discloses "3-D Audio Scenes" in the title and similar terms have appeared throughout the article. Without a three-dimensional sound 
source, one would question whether Potard can simulate "3-D Audio Scenes". What is a two-dimensional sound source? And what is a 
one-dimensional source? Applicant has not defined them in the the argument. Potard discloses many specific sound source examples, 
including a choir, a moving vehicle, a crowd, a Jazz band, a speaker and a swimming pool atmosphere. They are three-dimensional sound 
sources. Applicant has not pointed out any one of these specific examples disclosed in Potard as one or two dimensional sound sources. 
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
